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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
SERVICES 


IN SWANS ISLAND FOR THE YEAR 1964 


The Division of Public Health Nursing offers nursing ser- 
vice to the town of Swans Island through the services of a 
public health nurse who works with the local citizens in a united 
effort to meet the health needs of the community. Through 
home visits with families, the public health nurse is able to 
assess the unmet health needs of all age groups. 


While visiting in the homes, the public health nurse teaches 
normal growth and development of the pre-school children and 
encourages the parents to have their children examined by a 
physician regularly and protected against communicable diseases. 


While visiting the school, the public health nurse teaches 
students good health habits and holds periodic clinics to boost 
their level of immunity ta communicable diseases. This year 
forty-two students were vaccinated against smallpox. The 
audiometer was used to test the hearing of selected students. 
When a child wad found to have a hearing loss, a visit was made 
to the parents to encourage them to have the child examined 
by a physician. The children in the first and seventh grades 
were given the tuberculin skin tests. 


In the community the public health nurse functions to 
promote good health habits, to prevent crippling conditions 
and control the spread of communicable diseases. 

I would like to thank Drs. Field’ and Bromley, Mrs. Wheaton, 


Mrs. Louden and all the others who so graciously gave their 
services to the local health program.

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COMMENTS 


An audit of the books and records of the Town of Swans 
[sland has been completed for the municipal year ended January 
18, 1964. The audit included an examination of the records main- 
tained by the Selectmen, Assessors, Treasurer and Tax Collector. 


The examination included a review of cash ‘transactions as 
well as an analysis of available funds and expenditures. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $7,541.07 was verified by reconciliation of 
the statement furnished by the depository bank. 


Transactions affecting taxes, tax liens and tax acquired pro- 
perty were reviewed. Unpaid accounts were reconciled with the 
balances shown on the records of the Selectmen. 


LIABILITIES 


Liabilities totaled $900.00 and were comprised of $900.00 due 
trust funds. 


RESERVE and SURPLUS 


The examination of the departmental accounts revealed that 
the net unexpended balances carried forward to the ensuing year 
totaled $5,686.31 


At the year’s end the Town had a deficit of $4,465.54 com- 
pared with $326.29, a decrease of $4,139.25. An analysis of this. 
change is shown on Exhibit E. 


DEBT FUND 


The debt fund which is incorporated in the balance sheet as a 
separate fund reflects the notes of the Town which are to be 
retired from revenues of future years. The debt of the Town as 
of January 18, 1964 consists of a balance of $1,000.00 remaining 
from unpaid temporary loans. 
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TRUST FUNDS 


Principals of the funds at the close of the year totaled $4,950.00 
and unexpended income amounted to $180.52. The examination 
of trust fund transactions revealed that earnings of the various 
funds amounted to $170.33. Expenditures for the year totaled 
$250 75.
